ALLEGED DELAY. 


It was further alleged that, regard- 


less of the fact that the schools were 
in need of an elementary arithmetic, 
Superintendent Kirk refused to per- 
mit the publication of other arithme- 
tics which were equally good, In order 
to give time to Superintendent Mc- 
Cljmonds and two others who were 
interested in the publication of the 
arithmetic, which is in the main cred- 
ited to him to get their book off the 
press 


KIRK'S EXPLANATION.

Clymonds wrote that book for use in 
the public schools of Oakland, but It 
gave so much satisfaction to the teach- 
ers, that It 
surrpundlhg was adopted In various 
schools and the edition 
became exhausted 
The delay, such

Telegraphic accounts of the proceedings of the Irrigation Con-. 


gte'ss in Boise City, Idaho, plainly indicate that the congress which 
is now in session is not a deliberative .body. 


United States Senator Heyburn of Idaho criticised the. manner 


in which forest reserves had been carved out of barren areas.in 
Idaho. He exhibited a man of Idaho, upon the face of which the 
forest reserve areas were shaded a dark color. The exhibit disclosed. 
the fact that about 
two-thirds of the entire area ofjthe State of 


Idaho. He exhibited a map of Idaho, upon the face of which the 
for forest reserves. In discussing this question, Senator Heyburn 
declared that excluding from homestead these government lands 
arrested the growth and settlement of the State, and was, itt his 
opinion, contrary to public policy. He declared that Mr. Pinchot's 
theory that forests conserve the moisture and contribute to the an- 
nual precipitation of rain was fallacious; whereupon the convention 
became excited, and from the hissing stage grew very disorderly, 
and then passed from the disorderly condition into something in 
the nature of a riot. 
. 


Senator Heyburn may not have been cSrrect in his statement, 


but it was an exhibition of unpardonable bigotry on the part of the 
congress to refuse him a tolerant hearing. Truth does hot cease to 
be a truth by a manifestation of disapproval on the part of the 
ignorant, nor does error become truth by virtue of applause. 
It 


is one of the obvious blunders of the human mind to mistake-partial 
truth for all the truth there is pertaining to any subject. 


The government acted wisely in reserving the forests, but the; 


policy has been carried to absurd limits. 


In this State there are forest reserves comprising hundreds of 


thousands of acres upon which there 
is not one stick of timber 


growing and where local environments preclude the possibility, of j 
reforestation. The seeds sown in the fall, by virtue of slight winter] 
precipitation, produce seedlings which die out before a second j 
winter can preserve their growth or life; so the seeding of every sea- 
son is lost and the repetition of this loss is monotonous. 


There can be no doubt but what a large proportion of the re- 


served area in Idaho should be thrown open to settlement; and, 
when an assemblage of American citizens, claiming to be a delibera- 
tive body, disgraces the American name and character by refusing 
to allow a statement of this kind to be made on its floor it will de- 
serve and receive public contempt. 


Senator Heyburn touched the nerve of the whole matter when 


he accused the National Forestry Association of having organized 
in the interest of the timber monopolists. The fact that the head} 
of the Weyerhauser Syndicate is president of the American Forestry 
Association is sufficient to destroy the confidence of the American 
public in the patriotic purposes of that association. The Weyer- 
hauser Syndicate owns some eight or ten millions of acres of timber 
land, and it stands' associated with all the large timber-land owners j 
in the country. When the government withdraws forested land 
from alienation and withholds it from private ownership, it pursues 
a policy which vastly augments the value of all timber land held in 
private hands. The owners of large bodies of timber land constitute 
a trust which will result in a monopoly of the manufacture of lumber. 
When that monopoly, is established and the government is willing i 
to sell the ripened timber from the reserves, this monopoly will be j 
its only customer and will obtain the timber from the government 
on its own terms. 


Senator Heyburn was entitled to a respectful hearing and the 


manifestation of bigotry which denied him the exercise of this sacred 
right deserves and will receive, unqualified public reprobation.

Arizona Against Joint Statehood. 


The joint Statehood campaign in Arizona and New Mexifo is 


growing redhot. The two territories are .at cross purposes, how- 
ever, on the subject. While New Mexicans generally profess to 
desire separate Statehood and express regrets that they should be 
put in a position where jointure must be accepted or the present 
territorial state must continue and, therefore, advocate the adop- 
tion of jointure on the principle that "half a loaf is better than.none," 
public sentiment throughout Arizona is, according to all reports, 
unanimously opposed to the proposition of joint Statehood. If there 
is any element in the latter territory favoring jointure it has not 
thus far mustered courage enough to make the effort to cause it?, 
.influence to be felt. 


There is. certainly nothing in common in the interests or re- 


sources of the two territories, any more than there is an affinity 
between their respective inhabitants. This fact, in itself, precludes 
the possibility of union and co-operation, which are essential ele- 
ments for the development of- a perfect and harmonious common- 
'.wealth. Joint Statehood for that reason would simply give rise tc» 
sectional bickerings and factional contentions, the damaging effects 
of 'which no one can possibly foretell or correctly estimate. Be- 
sides, the people of Arizona realize that their identity would be 
obscured, if not entirely lost, in the proposed political alliance with 
their neighbors, owing to the overwhelming excess in numbers. 
Thsse are some of the considerations which are influencing them, 
therefore, to take a positive stand against the measure adopted by 
Congress for the creation of a new State on the acceptance or re- 
jec|ion of which they are now called upon to vote. There are other 
vaSd reasons for their opposition to joint Statehood which the 
Ari'zona Republican concisely rounds up in the following para-, 
graph: 


,. "Arizona is on a cash basis and has plenty, of money in the treas- 


ury to meet every maturing obligation. How about New Mexico? 
Arizona has no outstanding militia warrants. 
How about New 


Mexico? Arizona's bonds are gilt edge security and bond buyers 
are glad to get them. How about New Tvlexieo? Arizona's terri- 
torial tax rate is 75 cents and getting smaller every year.

joitit Statehood, it is a foregone conclusion that the. two territories 
will continue to maintain their present political status, for how- 
ever large a maority may be cast in New Mexico in favor of the 
change it will not avail anything, as the non-concurrence of the 
voters of Arizona-will surety 


The Hanford Sentinel does Oakland a grave injustice in a 


recent fling in its editorial columns. The unfriendly and unjust at- 
tack is based primarily on the deficiency and inferiority, of hotel ac-' 
commodation here, to which we. must plead guilty.

History began in Oakland, as it is said to have begun in San 
Francisco, on April 18, and since that date Oakland has become a 
changed city, is bustling with commercial and industrial life, and is 
reaching out boldly for the premier place among Pacific Coast com- 
munities.
